One of the noblest trees in the country, the American elm, appears 


to be doomed unless speedy rescue is at hand. 


Not so long ago the chestnut was all but obliterated by a mysterious 


blight, though here and there it is beginning to grow again. The malady 
which has attacked the elm is known as the Dutch elm disease and its 
ravages are fatal. The fight against it should begin at once. 


The American Forestry Association points out that unless addi- 


tional funds are promptly provided to continue the work during the 
winter the disease will be out of control by next summer. The incipient 
stages were not attacked in time. 
A million dollars in oil should 
"suf- 


fice to save the elm now. 


The Department of Agriculture is inclined to view the situation 


passively. 
Yet it has a tree army of 350,000 men and billions of dollars 


of emergency funds. 
American Forests, the magazine of the associa- 


tion, declares that "citizens everywhere should protest the inexcusable 
breakdown in control work'.' They should indeed. 
Much money is be- 


ing spent on far less important purposes. 
The department admits this 


emergency, but does nothing to meet it, says the Philadelphia Inquirer 
Sucn indifference is amazing. It is not as if the elm wore an unim- 
portant tree. None other adds more to the beauty of thousands of vil- 
lages the country over. 


Except possibly the maple, no other shade tree has made our 


roads so attractive. 
Neither oak nor pine can match it in this respect

W 


HILE the cause of the present economic depression is dis- 
puted bv experts, there is more agreement than disagree- 


ment that one of the factors is the commercial convulsions to 
which the World war subjected the world. 


If that is remotely true then Armistice Day apart from Us 


mandate io the heart of mankind also imposes one on the pock- 
etbook to see to it that no more wars occur. 
For it is a tact 


generally recognized that costly without comparison as is the 
loss of life and health and the suffering's that are part of war 
there follows in its wake a series of economic disturbances and 
discomforts and losses with which the immediately present gen- 
eration is battling. 
' 


Any Armistice Day observance or meditation that forgets 


the sacrifices and services of the men of arms is a niggardly ob- 
servance but after that is done, there is still room for the dedi- 
cation of'self and service to the plan of averting future wars. 


This is a day for rejoicing and for gratitude. 
It marks the 


sixteenth anniversary of a jubilant, almost hysterical occasion. 
It was worth something to have lived through it as a non-com- 
batant. 
How much more thrilling it was for the men in the 


fighting lines only they can tell. 
The cessation of such a con- 


fife t as the World war was a tremendous thing for the con- 
quered. 
It was a greater thing for the victor. 


During the dozen years that have passed, and more, since 


then, -amazing things have happened. 
The great tragedy is tlul 


the world is filling up with rumors of "another war." 
The thing 


is almost inconceivable, but the rumors persist. 
More money is 


being spent on armaments today than before. Obviously there 
arc festering international troubles. 
Braggarts are conspicuous. 


In the light of the day's memories of suffering and anguish 


these things are difficult to believe. Apart from that they are 
challenges to the peace-loving men and women of all lands to 
pool their efforts in a mighty movement to suppress war, io 


reserve the peace and to make the last of nil Armistice Days 


one we observe today.

SAVE THE AMERICAN ELM 


One of the noblest trees in the country, the American elm, appears 


to be doomed unless speedy rescue is' at hand. 


Not so long ago the chestnut was all but obliterated by a mysterious 


blight, though here and there it is beginning to grow again. The malady 
which has attacked the elm is known as the Dutch elm disease and its 
ravages are fatal. The fight against it should begin at once. 


The American Forestry Association points out that unless addi- 


tional funds are promptly provided to continue the work during the 
winter the disease will be out of control by next summer. The incipient 
stages \vere not attacked in time. A million Collars in all should suf- 
fice to save the elm now. 


The Department of Agriculture is inclined to view the situation 


passively. Yet it has a tree army of 350,000 men and billions of dollars 
of emergency funds. 
American Forests, the magazine of the associa-

that. As an explorer his interest is principally scientific. Strange places 
are more than just strange places to him. 


When Byrd flew over the poles he was not stunt flying, but mak- 


ing a scientific study of the great wastes at the top and the bottom of this 
sphere. He wanted to know their potential value to humanity, the con- 
nection between arctic and antarctic cold and atmospheric conditions in 
the other zones, and the possibility of air routes between the contin- 
ents. 


His present expedition to Antarctic is inspired uy the desire to 


place more of its vast expanse upon the map of the known world and 
to determine whether it is a continent. He would map, probe and learn. 


In the history of exploration there have been many motives to 


urge men to reach remote places. Explorers have gone in search of new 
and better trade routes, treasure, new colonies or merely for the honor 
of being the first to discover the unknown. This age has produced a new 
type in the form of the scientific explorer of which Admiral Byrd is 
the most famous. 


There arc still vast blank spaces on the map of the world but 


thanks to cartographers of Byrd's type they are rapidly shrinking.

There is a total of over 3 
million Lutherans in America, which 
it is hoped the above action will 
unite into one general body.

The World War Day-By-Day— 


Nov. 11, 19H—So long as the Kaiser 
respected the neutrality of Holland, 
he could not operate from Antwerp 
against England by sea. The Scheldt 
on which the city lay was neutral- 
ized. And until Germany had taken 
the Channel coast, with Boulogne 
and Calais, especially Calais, any 
other conquest was of little value in 
the greatset scheme. 


Possession of the southern shores 


of 
the channel at its narrowest 


j point would have made it possible 
i for Germany to abandon all mili- 
; tary Derations except those involv- 
ed in a defensive operation. That is 
why she was sacrificing so many 
thousands at Yyprcs in attack after 
attack. 


None realized this more acutely 


than Britain's general staff. That is 
why the British nrmy suddenly be- 
came a great fighting machine at 
Ypres. "Wipers" had twcomc Eng- 
land's frontier. It was the last im- 
portant town in Belgium held by the 
Allies. 


Joffrc at the time called it "the 


greatest battle in the history of the 
world." Germany was never nearer 
victory than in these crucial days. 
No army ever had such a test as the 
British clinging to Ypves. 


Ypres was the home of 13,000 peo- 


ple. An officer-who was there in the 
afternoon of the llth said the only 
living things he saw were a dog end 
an old, crippled Flemish woman who 
was trying to quench flames with 
buckets of water! A classic instance 
of futility. The 11-inch nnd 13-inch 
shells the Germans poured into the 
place and a northwest breeze which 
fanned the flames made Ypres and 
its GOO year old buildings a mass of 
red-hot wreckage.

Now Before Council 


Changes in the regulations on 


sale of fireworks in the city of New 
Castle are proposed in an ordinance 
now pending before council, intro- 
duced at the meeting on Friday by 
Mayor Charles B. Mayne. In New 
Castle at the present time sale and 
use of all kinds of fireworks are 
prohibited entirely. The new or- 
dinance would modify that law, and 
would allow sale and use of some 
kinds of fireworks. 


At the meeting yesterday, sug- 


gestion was made that public meet- 
ing be held before final action was 
taken on the move. As a means of 
enlightenment for the people of the 
city, the ordinance is presented in 
this article. 


The bill which has been intro- 
duced was presented to Solicitor 
White and council by W. L. Crooks, 
Dayton, O., legislative agent for the 
Fireworks 
Manufacturers associa- 


tion of the United States. He told 
council that' as the result of the 
association's 
study 
of accidents 


from fireworks 
statistics 
showed 
that more occurred In prohibited 
areas than in those regulated. 


The bill reads as follows: 


Proposed Ordinance 


SECTION 1. Be it ordained and 


enacted by the City of New Castle, 
Pennsylvania, in Council assembled, 
and it is hereby ordained and en. 
acted by the authority of the same, 
tliat from and after the approval of 
this ordinance, it shall be unlawful 
for any person, firm or corporation 
to sell, offer for sale, or expose for 
sale, or have in his, her or its pos- 
session with intent to sell, use, dis- 
charge or cause to be discharged, 
Ignited, fired or otherwise set in 
action, within the limits of the City 
ot New Castle, Pennsylvania, any 
fireworks, firecrackers, sparklers or 
pther pyrotechnics, except in com- 
pliance with the provisions of this 
ordinance. 
SECTION 2. No person, firm or 


corporation shall store, sell or offer 
Jor sale, any articles described in 
Section 1 of this ordinance without 
first obtaining a license 
therefor 


from the Office of the Mayor. The 
fee for such license shall be Five 
Dollars ($5.00), and application for 
such license must be made to the 
Office of the Mayor on or before 
June 15th of each year. 


SECTION 3. None of the articles 


described in Section 1 of this or- 
dinance shai: be stored in any 
building; 
(a) That is occupied in any part 
as a school, church, theatre, place 
of public assembly, or manufactur- 
ing establishment; 


<b) Where oils, turpentine, paints 


and varnishes in other than orig- 
feal sealed containers, not exceed- 
ing one-gallon 
capacity 
each, or 


other inflamable materials are kept 
or stored for sale. 
SECTION 4. All spaces used for 


the storage of any of the articles 
described in Section 1 of this or- 
dinance'shall be provided with at 
least one fire extinguisher having a 
capacity of not less than 2% gal- 
lons for each 1,000 square feet of 
HOOT area or major part thereof. 


SECTION 5. It shall be unlawful 


for any person, firm or corporation 
to store, sell or offer for sale any 
articles described in Section 1 of 
this ordinance on any stands, erect- 


ed temporarily or permanently in 
front of a store room, extending 
over the pavement. 


SECTION 6. It shall be unlawful 


for anyone at any time to sell fire- 
works of any kind to children un- 
der the age of twelve (12) years. 


SECTION 7. Except as permitted 


by Section 9 of this ordinance, it 
shall be unlawul to sell or use; 
•(a) 
Toy Torpedoes 
containing 


more than five (51 grains of explo- 
iive mixture; 


(b) Firecrackers exceeding three 


13) inches in length and 9-16 of an 
nch in outside diameter, and con- 
taining more than two (2) grains of 
explosive mixture; 


(c) Skyrockets larger than those 


commercially designated as "one- 
pound" size, or any other skyrock- 
ts (wing rockets) without sticks! 


fd) Balloons carrying 
a- lighted 


substance; 


(e) Blank cartridges, any toy can- 


non, cane, blank-cartridge pistols, or 
other device in which blank car- 
iridges can be fired; 


(f) Toy cannons using gunpowder 
or ignition; carbide cannons using 
carbide for ignition; carbide, car- 
bide utensils, and bengaite used in 
connection with carbide and ben- 
gaite cannons; 


(g) "Spit-Dfevils", Devil-on-the- 


valk", sometimes called "Son-of-a. 
Gun," in all sizes; 


(h) All Firecrackers or Salutes In 


which the fuse projects from the 
side of the tube or barrel; nnd all

Changes in the regulations on 
sale of fireworks in the city of New 
Castle are proposed in an ordinance 
now pending before council, intro­ 
duced at the meeting on Friday by 
Mayor Charles B. Mayne. 
In New 
Castle at the present time sale and 
use of all kinds of fireworks are 


ed temporarily or permanently in 
front of a store room, extending 
over the pavement. 
SECTION 6. It shall be unlawful 
for anyone at any time to sell fire­ 
works of any kind to children un­ 
der the age of twelve (12) years. 
SECTION 7. Except as permitted 
prohibited entirely. 
The new or- j by Section 9 of this ordinance, it 
dlnance wrould modify that law, and shall be unlawul to sell or use; 
wouid allow sale and use of some j 
<a) 
Toy Torpedoes 
containing 
kinds of fireworks. 
At the meeting yesterday, sug­ 
gestion was made that public meet­ 
ing be held before final action was 
taken on the move. As a means of 
enlightenment for the people of the 
city, the ordinance is presented in 
this article. 
The bill which has been intro­ 
duced was presented to Solicitor 
White and council by W. L. Crooks, 
Dayton, O., legislative agent for the substance* 
Fireworks Manufacturers associa-1 
tion of the United States. He told 
council that as the result of the 
association’s 
study 
of 
accidents 
from fireworks 
statistics 
showed 
that more occurred in prohibited 
areas than in those regulated. 
The bill reads as follows: 
Proposed Ordinance 
SECTION 1. Be it ordained and 
enacted by the City of New Castle, 
Pennsylvania, in Council assembled, 
and it is htreby ordained and en_ 
acted by the authority of the same, 
that from and after the approval of 
this ordinance, it shall be unlawful 
for any person, firm or corporation 
to sell, offer for sale, or expose for 
sale, or have in his, her or its pos­ 
session with intent to sell, use, dis­ 
charge or cause to be discharged, 
ignited, fired or otherwise set in 
action, within the limits of the City 
of New Castle, Pennsylvania, any 
fireworks, firecrackers, sparklers or 
Other pyrotechnics, except in com­ 
pliance with the provisions of this 
ordinance. 
SECTION 2. No person, firm or 
corporation shall store, sell or offer 
for sale, any articles described in 
Section 1 of this ordinance without 
first obtaining a license therefor 
from the Office of the Mayor. The 
fee for such license shall be Five 
Dollars ($5.00), and application for 
such license must be made to the 
Office of the Mayor on or before 
June 15th of each year.

SENATOR BORAH, who is, or

Alabama's cry for national recog- 


nition, although strong enough to 
produce results in the South, ap- 
parently is a little too laint by the 
time it reaches this section to have 
the same effect on the football fans 
of the East. It has been generally 
accepted that the Crimson Tide has 
a good team but saying it is the 
best, or even second or third best, is 
a little too much for most of the 
critics in the East to admit.
